No plea in frigid daycare case 



Medal dreams 
for kayaker 


Childcare providers accused of 
neglecting to turn up the heat 
in chilly temperatures in Janu¬ 
ary delayed entering a plea to 
five counts of failing to comply 
with a Capital Health order in 
court yesterday. 

Pat and Van Tai Vuong are ac¬ 
cused of keeping the Discovery 
Gardens Daycare below the 
minimum 20 C temperature, in 


direct violation of a Public 
Health Act order. 

It’s alleged that owners didn’t 
turn on the heat until after the 
children started to arrive on the 
morning of January 28, and that 
inspectors found temperatures 
sitting at 11 C after a complaint 
was lodged. 

The pair is expected to enter a 
plea on Sept. metro edmonton. 


Court hears 
of body parts, 
cannibalism 


A man accused of violently stab¬ 
bing and beheading a 22-year- 
old Greyhound passenger was 
found with several severed body 
parts — including an ear, nose 
and a partial mouth - inside a 
plastic bag he was carrying by 
police, reports the Winnipeg 
Free Press. 

Vince Weiguang Li, a 40-year- 
old Edmonton resident who is 
charged with second degree 
murder in Tim McLean’s death, 
was also ordered in court to un¬ 
dergo a psychiatric evaluation 
to determine 
whether or not 
he’s fit to stand 
trial. 

During the 
court appearance, 
however, Crown 
attorney Joyce 
Dalmyn released 
details of the en- Vince 
tire case up to the Weiguang Li 
point when the 
man was arrested by police, re¬ 
ported the Winnipeg newspa¬ 
per. 

Court heard that police wait¬ 
ed to arrest the man until Li 
smashed out a window to throw 
a bloody knife and scissors to¬ 
wards them, the newspaper 
said. 

Dalmyn also told court that 
the man allegedly taunted po¬ 
lice with McLean’s severed head 
and at one point, the man ap¬ 
peared to cut off and then eat 
other body parts, the newspaper 
reported. 


During court, Li also reported¬ 
ly spoke, “please kill me” softly 
within earshot of court officials 
during his appearance. It’s be¬ 
lieved the man is currently on 
suicide watch inside the Win¬ 
nipeg Remand Centre. 

The judge hearing the case 
didn’t acknowledge Li’s com¬ 
ments in court, reports the CBC.

Greyhound pulls 'bus 
rage’ ad campaign 

• Greyhound Canada is pulling an 
ad campaign related to "bus rage” 
after last week's violent stabbing 
and beheading onboard a Grey¬ 
hound bus that was bound for Win¬ 
nipeg from Edmonton. 

The 2007 campaign features a 
slogan that reads, "There's a 
reason you've never heard of bus 
rage." 

Abby Wambaugh, a 
spokeswoman with Greyhound 
Canada, says the campaign was 
supposed to expire before the at¬ 
tack, but there were some ads “lin¬ 
gering out there." 

“We realized after the incident 
that it was no longer appropriate 
and it could be very offensive," said 
Wambaugh. 

“Greyhound realizes that it is im¬ 
portant to get those ads removed.” 

Wambaugh says the company 
hasn't noticed a decrease in 
passengers in Canada and the U.S. 
since last week's attack.

Woman says mysterious death of dogs is 'murder'

The owner of two dogs 
found dead next to each 
other in a west Edmonton 
lake last month is posting 
a $2,000 reward in hopes 
of getting some answers. 

“Someone had to have 
murdered my dogs,” said 
Tanya LoTerzo, who lives 
in a four-hectare acreage 
along Winterburn Road, 
just outside of the city. 

“They were found lying 
next to each other, and I 
was absolutely devastated 
when they went missing.” 

LoTrezo’s dogs, Trooper, 
a two-year-old male 
samoyed-collie cross, and 
Molson, an 11-year-old 
Great Dane-husky cross, 
vanished from her home

in late April. 

After LoTerzo’s efforts to 
put up posters for her pets 
since they went missing 
from her home, the bodies 
of her two dogs were dis¬ 
covered in Kirk Lake 
near 184 Street and 
Anthony Henday 
Drive in late July by 
the St. Albert Canoe 
and Kayak Club 
while practising. 

“My husband is al¬ 
ways away working 
overseas all the LoTerzo 
time, so I have dogs 
as protection because they 
were always around for 
me,” said LoTerzo. 



“They were my boys.” 

LoTerzo says her 12-year- 
old daughter is also having 
a hard time coping with 
the loss of her family pets, 
especially Molson, as the 
two grew up togeth¬ 
er. 

Animal protection 
peace officers with 
the Edmonton Hu¬ 
mane Society are 
still trying to find 
out what would 
cause the dogs to 
die. 

Joann Green, an 
animal peace officer with 
the humane society, said 
officers are not investigat¬ 


ing similar cases, but this 
case is a reminder for pet 
owners to keep track of 
their animals. 

Those reminders include 
making sure pets have 
been properly identified if 
the animals ever wander 
off — that includes micro¬ 
chipping pets, having ID 
tags, or putting a legible 
tattoo on the animal, she 
said. 

LoTerzo says Trooper 
was micro-chipped and 
both did carry proper ID 
tags. 

“When (the humane soci¬ 
ety) found them, they con¬ 
tacted me last week, and I 
tell you, I’ve been crying 
ever since,” said LoTerzo.

While 2,047 unsafe driv¬ 
ers were handed tickets, 
only a small number were 
for impaired driving, be¬ 
cause the newly appointed 
sheriffs don’t have the au¬ 
thority to administer a 
breathalyzer test, or for¬ 
mally charge a driver with 
being impaired, as the 
charge is a criminal code 
offence. 

“If they find a suspected 
drunk driver, they have to 
call in the RCMP to investi¬ 
gate,” said Solicitor Gener¬ 
al spokesman Trevor Gem- 
mell. “In the future they 
may be able to do a breath¬ 
alyzer test, but right now 
it’s something they can’t 
do.” 

RCMP members and Al¬ 


berta Sheriffs have been 
working together in joint 
enforcement efforts, and 
will be in the month of Au¬ 
gust to target drunk driv¬ 
ers. Gemmell said the idea 
of allowing sheriffs to for¬ 
mally charge drunk drivers 
is being seriously consid¬ 
ered. 

Over the weekend, the 
sheriffs handed out 1,558 
speeding tickets, 36 seat- 
belt tickets, 30 gaming and 
liquor act violations, 268 
non-hazardous violations, 
127 hazardous violations, 
16 stop sign tickets, and 
picked up eight people on 
outstanding warrants. 

By the end of summer, 
there will be 105 sheriffs 
on Alberta highways.

Officers make 
little impact

peace A small army of 
decked-out peace officers 
has been patrolling the 
city’s central square for two 
months, but people who 
work in the area aren’t im¬ 
pressed. 

“Things haven’t really 
changed,” said Second Cup 
manager Samantha 

Seiffied. “I’m here eight 
hours a day and I see people 
that don’t take their meds 
all the time.” 

After complaints from 
fearful Edmontonians in 
and around Churchill 
Square and a stabbing in 
front of the Stanley Milner 
Library in February, the city 
hired 18 community peace 
officers to replace a team of 
12 private security guards. 

“They have more enforce¬ 
ment powers than what the 
guards had before, so they 
are able to deal with issues 
like drinking in the square,” 
said city security manager 
Gary Goulet, who added the 
officers have the authority 
to issue bylaw tickets and 
make arrests. 

Goulet said many of the 
problems are in front of and 
behind the library, where 
people will drink, do drugs, 
or panhandle aggressively. 

“In the past there have 
been a few beatings and the 
elderly being harassed by 
younger people,” said 
Seiffied, whose coffee shop 
is connected to the library. 
“We don’t have our own se¬ 
curity and need to call on 
the city or the library for 
help. (It) could take a while, 
because we’re not their 
main priority.” 

Goulet said the location 
in front of the library could 
be a hot spot for criminal 
activity because of central 
bus stop, and officers are fo¬ 
cusing their efforts there in 
particular. 
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A man was fatally gunned 
down yesterday morning 
in an inner-city neighbour¬ 
hood residents say is 
plagued with crime and 
gang violence.

Tight security greets 
torch in host city 

Olympic flame also tours quake-hit region 


The Olympic torch arrived 
in China’s capital yesterday 
after a jubilant reception in 
the quake-ravaged south¬ 
west, as Beijing tries to 
choreograph a happy end¬ 
ing to its troubled interna¬ 
tional tour. 

Beijing’s residents have 
been warned they will face 
sweeping security to pre¬ 
vent any more trouble — 
and bad publicity — on the 
last leg of the tour ahead of 
Friday’s opening ceremony. 

“This is the pride of the 
Chinese people,” worker Xu 
Min said amid cheering 
crowds watching the flame 
in Chengdu, capital of 
qualce-hit Sichuan province 
where 70,000 people died.

But far to the northwest, 
questions about dissent and 
China’s human rights 
record refused to go away, 
after suspected Islamist sep¬ 
aratists killed 16 policemen 
on Monday in what a senior 
local Communist Party offi¬ 
cial called a “terrorist at¬ 
tack.” Riot police flooded 
the streets in the old Silk 
Road city of Kashgar and 
stopped cars. Exiled dissi¬ 
dent groups said many local 
Muslims had been rounded 
up, and some beaten. Japan 


protested after police also 
beat up two of its journal¬ 
ists there. 

Chinese and Olympics of¬ 
ficials shrugged off the at¬ 
tack, assuring 10,500 ath¬ 
letes from 205 countries 
they would be safe. 

The last leg of the 
Olympic torch’s mammoth 
130-day tour starts at Bei¬ 
jing’s Forbidden City today, 
before being taken round 
landmarks like Tiananmen 
Square. 

In a tradition introduced 
before the 1936 Berlin 
Olympics, the flame is lit 
from the sun’s rays in an¬ 
cient Olympia, Greece, then 
carried across the globe.

If you’d like to see Canada 
capture a gold medal in 
Beijing, you ought to 
focus your attention on 
Adam van Koeverden.

“The guy is definitely the 
stud of the Canadian 
Olympic team,” says The 
Toronto Star’s Olympic ex¬ 
pert, Randy Starlcman. “No 


one’s got a track record 
like him going into the 
Games — Olympic champi¬ 
on, world champion, win¬ 
ner of five of six World 
Cups this season, newly 
minted record holder ... 
He’s a favourite for the 
podium in both the K-l 
500 and 1,000 metres.” 

Van Koeverden was also 
named Canada’s flag-bear¬ 
er for the opening cere¬ 
monies in Beijing.

Energy-efficient appliances help cure 
households of inflated utility bills

AN EFFICIENT, front-load¬ 
ing washing machine can 
use 50 per cent less energy 
and save thousands of litres 
of water a year. These days, 
Albertans are going green 
simply by using energy-effi¬ 
cient appliances like the 
front-loading washer. 

“In Alberta, energy-effi¬ 
cient appliances and elec¬ 
tronics are growing in pop¬ 
ularity, but there is still sig¬ 
nificant room for improve¬ 
ment,” says John Rilett, di¬ 
rector of energy efficiency 
and conservation, Climate 


Change Central. “We have a 
lot of work to do. Some 
home builders are at the 
forefront and energy-effi¬ 
cient appliances are stan¬ 
dard for them. There are 
many who don’t know. 
There are many who may 
not be aware.” 

Launched in 2000, Cli¬ 
mate Change Central is a 
public-private, not-for- 
profit organization. In 
1999, the Alberta govern¬ 
ment brought private and 
public sector leaders to¬ 
gether to find an effective 
way to manage climate 
change challenges in the 
province. The organization, 
which has offices in Calgaiy 


and Edmonton, focuses on 
reducing greenhouse gases 
through policy, energy effi¬ 
ciency, technology develop¬ 
ment and environmental 
communications. 

Climate Change Central 
has energy efficiency tip 
sheets, which consumers 
can take with them to the 
store. 

Rilett says “the washing 
machine is leading the way 
... most consumers aren’t 
looking for a top loading 
machine ... in electronics, 
most are looking at TVs and 
computers that are ENER¬ 
GY STAR.” 

What exactly is ENERGY 
STAR? ENERGY STAR is the 


international symbol of en¬ 
ergy efficiency that assists 
consumers in identifying 
home appliances and ener¬ 
gy-using equipment that 
save energy. In Canada, EN¬ 
ERGY STAR is administered 
by Natural Resources Cana¬ 
da’s Office of Energy Effi¬ 
ciency, which has volun- 
taiy arrangements with or¬ 
ganizations that build, 
manufacture, sell or pro¬ 
mote products or new 
homes that meet its energy 
performance levels. 

While consumers are be¬ 
coming more aware, Rilett 
says, energy efficiency is 
relatively low on their 
shopping list criteria, 
which usually considers 
first appliance size, colour 
and features. 

“In retail, ENERGY STAR 
and energy ratings should 
be designed to find, easy-to- 
see. 

“We need to get better at 
it. It needs to be part of the 
decision-making process.”

While the 2009 version of 
Acura’s TSX offers a lot 
more room, comfort, fea¬ 
tures and technology than 
before, it has managed to 
stay true to its 
predecessor’s image of a 
light, nimble and athletic 
sport sedan. 

The design looks more 
evolutionaiy than revolu¬ 
tionary. A wider, bolder 
stance certainly gives it a 
sportier flavour but it also 
sits on a longer 2,705 mm 
wheelbase (a 35 mm stretch 
over the outgoing model). 

Overall, its body is slight¬ 
ly longer than before and 
wider too — all of which 
translates into a generous 
driver-oriented interior 
with more hip room and 
shoulder space. 

The new look is dominat¬ 
ed up front by a chiseled 
“signature” grille, sharp 
elongated headlamps and 
bold fender flares. 

The overall shape is clean 
and crisp, with strong char¬ 
acter lines helping to shape 
the side surfaces. 

A lighter, stiffer body, 
coupled with revisions to 
the front and rear suspen¬ 
sion, brings a noticeable 
increase in agility, along 
with a flatter, more con¬ 
trolled ride, improved 
high-speed stability and re¬ 
duced road noise. 

The 201 horsepower, 2.4- 
litre four-cylinder engine 
brings improved perform¬ 
ance.

Hyundai has made plenty 
of changes to its mid-size 
2009 Sonata, aimed at 
making its bread-and-but- 
ter sedan an easier choice 
in a very challenging mar¬ 
ket segment. 

Responding to complaints 
from some quarters about 
an overly plasticky interior, 
ride quality, steering feel 
and seat comfort, Hyundai’s 
mid-cycle revamp for 2009 
tackles these issues head on. 

The biggest changes can 
be seen inside with the use 
of improved materials with 
soft-touch plastics and (in 
Limited models) wood trim 
to liven up the atmosphere. 
The gauge layout remains 
the same, but now uses 
blue backlighting for im¬ 
proved readability. 

Larger, re-profiled front 
seats also provide better 
support for the daily com¬ 
mute. Otherwise, the interi¬ 
or remains the largest in 
this segment, despite the 
latest Honda Accord and 
Toyota Camry getting larger 
with their recent re-designs. 

External changes consist 
mainly of mild cosmetic 
changes to the headlamps, 
grille and front bumper. 

Under the skin, some sus¬ 
pension tweaks and quick¬ 
er steering response make 
the Sonata more fun to 
drive while firming up ride 
comfort. 

Engine choices stay the 
same for ’09 but both have 
been retuned for more pow¬ 
er and better fuel economy. 
The 2.4-litre four-cylinder 
now produces 175 horse¬ 
power while the 3.3-litre V6 
brings a strong 249 hp to 
the party. Fuel efficiency 
improvements see the 2.4- 
litre unit delivering 8.02 
L/100 km in the combined 
cycle with the V6 at a com¬ 
petitive 9.05 L/100 Ion.

Funk 

Favelas: Born in the fave- 
las, Rio’s bass-heavy funk 
is now part of the city’s 
mainstream, attracting 
wealthy people as well as 
the favelas’ communities. 
A famous baile (dance or 
ball) funk which attracts 
lots of tourists is Castelo 
das Pedras, in Jacarepagua.

Gafieira

Unearthing Sri Lanka's sapphires

t’s a country of coast¬ 
lines, religious festi¬ 
vals and tea planta¬ 
tions. Formerly Cey¬ 
lon, Sri Lanka is home 
to some 21 million people 
who rock a lion on their 
national flag, love spicy 
curiy, and — despite the 
huge popularity of cricket 
— boast volleyball as their 
national sport. 

Day two of my weeklong 
journey finds me travel¬ 
ling from the urban sprawl 
of Colombo to the green 
rice paddies of the Sri 
Lankan countryside. From 
the comfort of an air-con¬ 
ditioned bus, I watch local 
life speed past. 

Children skip to school 
in crisp, white uniforms. 
Women work among 
vipers in sugarcane planta¬ 
tions. Men dig around in 
the muck, searching for 
unpolished gemstones. 

In the Ratnapura region, 
there are plenty of mining 
pits, hand-dug by teams of 
workers on the hunt for 
precious stones. 

Sri Lanka is known as 
“the island of gems.” It has 



No sapphires this time, only a few semi-precious stones that have little resale value. 


a long history of gem min¬ 
ing and trading, dating 
back some 2,000 years. 
“This is one of the best 
places in the world to buy 
sapphires,” my guide says. 
I ask if we can stop to check 
out the mines, then hop out 
of the bus and descend up¬ 
on the crew of nine. 

Teeth stained red from 
betelnut (a popular chew- 
ing-tobacco-lilce stimu¬ 
lant), they kindly take me 
through the gem-mining, 
or “gemming” process. 

With rudimentaiy ma¬ 
chines that sputter and 
smoke, they dredge for de¬ 


posits. As with panning for 
gold, they take a rattan 
basket and swirl it around, 
trying to extract the valu¬ 
able gems from the clay, 
gravel and sand. This job 
places them into waist- 
high water, and knee-deep 
mud as thick as cement. 

As I survey the workers, 
many look injured — one 
has a cut over his eye, an¬ 
other a bloody bandage 
covering his big toe. 

And they only get paid if 
they find something worth 
selling. The investor, who 
gets 50 per cent of any rev¬ 
enue, is the only one al¬ 


lowed to sort through the 
day’s finds. The team 
watches eagerly as he 
picks at the gravel. No sap¬ 
phires this time, only a few 
mature semi-precious 
stones with little value. 

I have a new apprecia¬ 
tion for sapphires, and, 
more importantly, for 
those who toil to find 
them. I’m truly amazed at 
the blood, sweat and time 
it takes to get the gem out 
of the ground and on its 
way to your jewelry case.

Brashares, who pub¬

These days, there likely is¬ 
n’t a much more critic- 
proof movie than Pineap¬ 
ple Express. Not only is it 
produced by comedy-king 
Judd Apatow but it was co¬ 
written by and stars Holly¬ 
wood’s favourite pot-smolc- 
ing court jester, Seth Ro¬ 
gen. Throw in a shoot ’em 
up and it’s a trifecta of silli¬ 
ness that’s guaranteed to 
attract young audiences. 

A simple stoiy, Express is 
a Midnight Run-type caper 
about a dope-smolcing 
process server named Dale 
(Rogen) who goes on the 
lam with his hapless drug 
dealer (James Franco) after 
witnessing a murder in¬ 
volving a dirty cop and a 
drug lord. Together, the 
two stoners run, hide and 
get wasted becoming un¬ 
likely pals amidst the 
chaotic action. 

And there is a fair 
amount of action. Rogen 
and co-writer Evan Gold¬ 
berg were heavily inspired 
by such buddy/action fare 
as Lethal Weapon and it 
shows. Sure, it’s a hollow 
stoiy and the pacing is un¬ 
even, but this comedy still 
works for its unique ability 
to craft extremely likeable 
characters that aren’t usu¬ 
ally portrayed likeable in 
the movies. Just as they did 
with their script for Super- 
bad, they do it again here. 

Franco is surprisingly en¬ 
joyable as the Spicoli-in- 
spired burnout Saul while 
Danny McBride (Hot Rod) 
is sure to be crowned this 
summer’s McLovin, steal¬ 
ing scenes as an indestruc¬ 
tible mid-level dealer with 
shaved armpits. Don’t ask. 

As with Superbad, Apa¬ 
tow and Rogen have creat¬ 
ed an impossibly hip come¬ 
dy about impossibly un¬ 
cool characters. Further, 
they achieved an even 
more incredible feat: They 
resurrected Huey Lewis to 
pen an impossibly cool 
theme song. 

Who knew he still had it 
in him? 

Apparently, they did.
